(Probable successor to K alakaua.) 
'Y ashington, Jan. *2.—The death of 
King Kalakaua, of Hawaii, will in no 
wise affect the peaceful condition of 
affairs in that country. 
Such is the 
opinion of Mr. H. A. P. Carter, the 
Hawaiian Minister to this country. 
The first official information received 
by this Government of the death of 
King Kalakaua was conveyed in a note 
announcing the fact from the Hawaiian 
Minister to the Secretary of 
State. 
Secretary 
Blaine communicated the 
fact to the President and subsequently 
replied to Mr. Carter as follows: 
“DarARTMCST or S t a t e , W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 
SI.—Mr. H. A. P. C arter—Sir: I receive with 
feelings of sincere sorrow the intelligence of 
the death of his M ajesty.icing K alakaua, which 
you convey to me in your note of this day’s 
date. The President, to whom I hastened to 
communicate the information, instructs me to 
express through you his deep regret 
th at 
H s ra li has lost a wise and good Sovereign, 
under whose beneficent rule the people of Hawaii 
have prospered, and whose efforts have been 
so constantly and signally put forth to strength­ 
en the ties of m utual advantage betw een th a t 
Kingdom and the U nited States. The Presi­ 
dent further directs a e to request you to con­ 
vey to the royal fam ily the heartfelt sym pathy 
he feels for their great affliction. Accept, Mr. 
M inister, the renewed assurances of my highest 
consideration. 
J a m e s O . B l a in e ." 
There will be no further action by 
the Executive until official notice shall 
have been received of the formal in­ 
stallation of Queen Liliuokalani, which 
notification can hardly be given inside 
of thirty days. 
Secretary Blaine said 
Wednesday afternoon the United States 
had lost a good friend in King Kalakaua 
and 
would 
do 
every 
possible 
honor to his memory. 
“Our rela­ 
tions 
with 
Hawaii,” 
he 
said, 
“are of the friendliest character, and 
so far as I am able to judge will be in 
nowise affected by the change of Gov­ 
ernment. 
I have confidence in the 
friendship and good will of Queen 
Liliuokalani, and have no reason to 
doubt she will perceive the wisdom of 
continuing the friendly intercourse of 
the two countries.” 
Instructions have been sent to the 
Major-General commanding the Divis­ 
ion of the Pacific and the Admiral com­ 
manding the naval forces on the Pa­ 
cific 
station to pay 
full 
military 
and 
naval 
honors 
to 
the 
dead 
King. 
Acting under these instruc­ 
tions the army and naval authorities at 
San Francisco have assumed charge of 
the funeral arrangements and the trans­ 
fer of the remains to the flag-ship 
Charleston will be marked by the high 
est 
military honors authorized 
by 
the regulations, including the firing 
of salutes from forts and the war-ship 
Charleston, which has been placed en­ 
tirely at the disposal of the Hawaiian 
authorities. 
The ship will be specially 
prepared for the reception of the body 
and will make the trip to Honolulu as 
rapidly as possible.

L a n s in g , Mich., Jan. 22.—Bills were 
Introduced in the House Wednesday: 
Making an appropriation of 85,000 to 
the Michigan Pioneer and Historial So­ 
ciety; prohibiting disbarred attorneys 
from practicing law in any of the 
courts of the State; amending the bank­ 
ing law to allow the organization of 
banks with but 815,000 capital in vil­ 
lages of 1,500 inhabitants. 
In the Senate a concurrent resolution 
was passed for a special committee on 
taxation, to whom all such m atters will 
be referred, with instructions to draft 
and report a bill. 
A bill was favora­ 
bly reported fixing a penalty of fine 
and 
imprisonment 
for using but­ 
terine or oleomargarine in the State in­ 
stitutions. 
Bills were introduced ap­ 
propriating 825,000 for the erection of 
cottages in connection with the Asylum 
for Insane Criminals and 84,000 for sup­

W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 22.—The storm 
which sw ept over the House Tuesday 
has not yet moved aw ay from the skies 
of the House. 
There w as a rumbling 
in the air and Messrs. Mills, Bland and 
Rogers criticised the conduct and rul* 
ings of the Speaker. 
The Speaker re­ 
torted in kind. 
There was no dem and a t the morning 
session for the reading of Tuesday’s 
journal in full, but w hen the reading oi 
th at docum ent in its condensed form had 
been 
concluded, 
Mr. Mills 
(Tex.) 
objected to its approval and stated 
th a t he desired to debate the ques­ 
tion. 
At the same m om ent Mr. McKin­ 
ley (O.) was on his feet w ith a demand 
for the previous question on the ap­ 
proval of the journal and he was rec­ 
ognized by the Speaker. 
Mr. Breckinridge (Ky.) 
made the 
point that there was no quorum pres­ 
ent. 
The Speaker replied th a t the vote 
would elicit the fact as to w hether or 
not a quorum was in attendance, and 
the clerk proceeded to call the roll. 
The previous question was ordered, and 
Mr. Mills claimed the floor, and his 
claim was recognized by the Speaker. 
Thereupon Mr. Mills yielded the floor 
to Mr. Bland (Mo.), who said he under­ 
stood th at a resolution was to be re­ 
ported from the com m ittee on rules 
to lim it the debate upon the appropria­ 
tion bills. 
He wished to offer to th at 
resolution an am endm ent m aking the 
free coinage silver bill a continual 
order from and after January 27. 
He 
should, he said, insist upon th at motion 
until the 4th of March. 
Mr. Rogers (Ark.) said the Democrats 
w anted a fair adm inistration of the 
rules which the Speaker had himself 
made. “ W henever," he said (indicating 
the Speaker), “you or any other gentle­ 
man, and you especially, because you 
hold the third highest position in the 
gift of the people, violate the rules you 
are a revolutionist. 
You destroy the 
dignity of the high station you are 
called upon to fill." 
[Loud cheers on 
Democratic side. ] 
Mr. Townsend (Col.) rose and re­ 
m arked th a t in view of the attacks on 
the Speaker and the personal insults di­ 
rected to him he thought th at some­ 
thing should be done to correct such a 
state of things. 
The Speaker then said 
he felt th at his services to the country 
would be appreciated later, and th at 
this impression was confirmed by the 
virulent attacks which had been made 
upon him self by the m inority. 
He had 
discharged the duties of his exalted po­ 
sition according to his conception of the 
rules, and would continue to do so as 
long as he retained the position to which 
he had been chosen by the House. 
Mr. Mills said th a t the chair had not 
given to the House or the country any 
reason or authority for his decision yes­ 
terday (relative to the approval of the 
journal); but he had simply informed 
the House th a t “ I am Sir G rade; and 
when I open my m outh let no dog 
bark." 
[Democratic applause and Re­ 
publican derisive laughter.] 
Mr. Mills 
asserted th at the records of this body 
could be searched, and th at no instance 
could be found where a Speaker had 
ever refused to entertain a motion to 
reconsider except w here the law was 
m andatory upon him. 
Mr. McMillin (Tenn.) attacked tho 
committee on rules for bringing in the 
resolution and Mr. Cannon defended its 
action. 
Mr. Bland moved to recom m it the 
resolution, w ith instructions to 
the 
m ittee on rules to report a resolution 
discharging the committee on coinage, 
weights and m easures from the further 
consideration of the silver bill, and 
further providing th a t the bill shall be 
made a special order for January 27. A 
point of order against the resolution 
was sustained by the chair. 
Mr. McMillin (Tenn.) moved to com­ 
m it the resolution w ith instructions. 
Mr. Bayne (Pa.) raised the point th a t 
the motion was a dilatory one and not 
in order. 
Mr. McMillin said th a t th e 
reading of his motion would show th a t 
it w as not a dilatory one. 
I t was 
read and proved to be an instruction 
to the committee to report a resolution 
providing for the reading of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia appropriation bill 
and for allowing tw o days for its con­ 
sideration. The Speaker sustained Mr. 
Bayne’s point of order, m aking the 
following statem ent: 
The chair thinks it apparent from the whole 
oourse of proceedings to-day that the motion is 
a dilatory one, and so rules. The chair regrets 
to exercise the power, but exercises it believ­ 
ing his duties enjoin it upon him.” 
Mr. McMillin, Mr. Springer and others 
protested against the ruling, but the 
Speaker refused to entertain th eir ap­ 
peal and also ruled out of order a mo­ 
tion by Mr. Springer to adjourn. 
The 
clerk proceeded to call the roll forth­ 
w ith on the adoption of the resolution 
reported by Mr. Cannon, and it resulted 
yeas, 153: nays, 124. 
The House finally w ent into com m it­ 
tee of the whole on the D istrict of Co­ 
lum bia appropriation^)!!!. 
A fter de­ 
bate the committee rose and reported 
the bill to the House. 
While the roll 
was being called on an am endm ent the 
main body of the Democrats left the 
hall, leaving but a bare half dozen of 
their members in position. The result 
of this move was th a t no quorum voted, 
and the Speaker, being unable to note 
a quorum, the House adjourned. 
SENATE.

the course of the debate several Sen­ 
ators attem pted to put questions to 
speakers.

B utler (S. C.) objected on the ground 
th a t the chair had on Tuesday taken 
him off the floor by deciding th a t one 
Senator could not yield the floor to an­ 
other Senator w ithout unanim ous con­ 
sent.

freedom of speech had ceased to exist 
in the Senate of the United States. 
Senator Edmunds (Vt.) asked Senator 
Vest when he would think th a t there 
had been sufficient freedom on the 
pending bill. 
The latter replied: “Not 
until every Senator who desires to 
speak upon it has been heard." Sen­ 
ator Vest continued to speak until 6 
o’clock, when a motion to adjourn was 
lost. 
The absence of a quorum was 
noted and the sergeant-at-arm s was di­ 
rected to request the attendance of ab­ 
sent Senators. 
It is doubtful if the situation in the 
Senate has ever been more hopelessly 
tangled than it appeared to be at 9 
o’clock last night.

Corp. Stein was at their heels. 
The week that followed the advent at 
Fort Ryan of the stat? officer from divi­ 
sion headquarters was one that the good 
people at tho post have not yet ceased 
talking about.

M. Oarr’a address on “ The Best Cow 
for the Dairy Stable.” 
Mr. Carr bronght oat a number of val­ 
uable points on dairy management as 
well as dairy breeding. Protracted dis­ 
cussion followed, the subject proving one 
of the most fruitful on the programme. 
Fred J. Gould gained an appreciative 
hearing b7 the description of his prize 
oow, spoken of in The Gazette some 
weeks ago. Throughout the discussion 
the sentiment put foith was that Book 
oounty farmers could find no more profi­ 
table use for their lands than in dairy 
farming. 
State and national control of all cor­ 
porations was advocated by H. J. Wilk­ 
inson. The seoond plank in bis plat­ 
form was the education of farmers: 
“It used to b e,said 
Mr/ Wilkinson 
“that if a farmer had two sons the 
brighter was sent to college, the duller, 
kept 
at 
home 
and 
brought 
up 
to 
run 
the 
farm. 
That 
is no longer trne. 
Any 
boy 
who 
is a trifle slow and not likely to make his 
own way without considerable help oan 
very well be educated for a doctor, a law­ 
yer or a minister—never a farmer. When 
it comes to feeding sixty oent corn to 
three dollar pork and making money out 
of it, a man man musk have a good head.” 
[Laughter and applause.] 
The farmer should also haye, the 
speaker insisted, education each as woald 
fit him to aet as citizen, juror, business 
man, and above all, patriot. 
There was a discourse npon sorghum 
culture by G. W. Dibble, and (J. D. 
Wooster spoke at somo length npon the 
need of more thorough organization 
among agriculturists. 
“The Use of Fruit” was urged by 
A. J. Swezey. Mr. Swezay insisted that 
the human body as a delicate, complicat­ 
ed organism and needed; the best of 
food to make ap for the daily wear and 
waste of the tissues. Fruit was the most 
highly vitalized of all kinds of hnman 
food. Historic and medical testimony 
showed the value of fruit as a healthy, 
nourishing food. 
The advantage of 
raising and using a large proportion of 
good fruit and its effects upon the people 
were apparent. 
Professor W. A. Henry was called up­ 
on to give his views on three topics— 
'Dream Separators,” “The Necessity of 
Testing Milk” and “The Beet Sugar In- 
dastry.”His 
remarks on beet raising 
were received with especial interest, and 
were in substance as follows: 
“ We have this fall at the experiment 
station tested the sugar in five varieties 
of sugar beets growing on about three 
acres. The yield run from 15 to 26 tons 
per acre: 
The highest per oent of sugar 


one teacher 6re given up to so great a 
number of subjects ‘.hat co one subject 
oan be given doe time. Thirty recita­ 
tions a day, seven minutes to a recita­ 
tion; nothing taught in arithmetic be­ 
yond fractions; children hired to teach 
children—these were the points made by 
Mr. Broughton against the ictaools in 
Bock county.

less to physiology and other “ologies.” 
Mrs. A .M . Glenn’s essay on “ Farm 
L ife” closed the evening’s programme: 
Mrs. Glenn insisted that the fanners of 
today are more uniformly prosperous 
than any other olass. Farming, she 
eaid, had been conducted cf late years 
on a principle different from what had 
formerly prevailed. 
“ Politicians have a great way,” she 
remarked, “ of paying a good deal of at­ 
tention to the farmer when election time 
ccmes around. It used to be the same 
way with farmers and cows. When the 
part cf the year approached when bat­ 
ter sold for a high figure, some attention 
was paid tc the oow that gave the milk- 
The rest of the year she was left to shift 
for herself. It is becoming more and 
more generally recognized, ho soever, that 
both voters and oows give better results 
when oared for all 
the year ’round.” 
[Applause and laughter. ] 
Beoitations by Miss Hattie Hubbell 
and Mi’S Dora Haviland, and maaio by 
A. G. Sears, Mrs. 0. S. Batton, Anoabel 
Carr, J. H . Owen, May Frink, Etta and 
Lola Partridge and Bart Button, added 
variety to the evening’s programme, and 
at 6:30 the meeting adjourned.

A n oppcrtunity will soon be [resented 
the city authorities of testmg the econ­ 
omy not only of convict labor bot also 
of broken store for making roads. 
Broken stone is being nscd in many 
oities in makmg streets, for macadamiz­ 
ing streets, and general repairing, with 
favorable results. 
Broken stone placed 
on the street surface and then rolled or 
packed down with 
heavy iron rollers 
makes a very satisfactory road bed. It is 
claimed that from eight to ten cords of 
broken stone is required to eeoh block 
of four hundred feet. Boads dressed 
with broken atone have been subjected 
to severe tests and have more than ful­ 
filled all expectations. 
It requires considerable carajo select 
atone for this ase. All stone is not adapt­ 
ed to street ase, as is painfully illustrat­ 
ed in some of the streets of this city 
where the experiment has been partially 
tried. Mnoh of the stone is rotten when 
oat on the streets, some cf it having no 
more solidity than loam, and consequent­ 
ly its elasticity as a pavement is very 
•light. This has been practically illus­ 
trated from week tc week ou the short 
street 
leading to 
Milwaukee street 
bridge. However, if proper stone is se 
eared for this purpose, there is no reason 
for doubting the utility and economy of 
this material for road building. 
Last December at the request of Sher­ 
iff Hogan, the oommon oounoil contract­ 
ed for fifty cords of stone to be deliv­ 
ered at theoonnty jail. Sheriff Hogan 
agreeing to have the stone broken and 
piled ap ready for placing on 
the 
streets, free of 
expense to the oity. 
The atone was delivered and the tramps 
eetatwork. The fifty cords will be in 
readiness for the streets by the first of 
next month. Alderman Thorocgbgood, 
chairman of the highway, street and 
bridge committee, 
has examined the 
broken stone, and is convince I that mach 
of this material oan be used with profit to 
the oity, and will recommend that more 
stone be furnished to be broken in the 
same manner. 
In purchasing stone for this purpose 
the authorities shoald use extra care and 
secure sound material. 
“ It is a first rate thing to improve oar 
streets,” remarked a gentleman who has 
had considerable experience in road 
building; “ but to put Borne of the rot ton 
stone I have seen on the street is throw­ 
ing time and money away. Why, it 
would require one set cf hands and teams 
to haul it on, and another to haul it off, 
as it will not stand a month before it is 
worn oat and is of no more benefit than 
so much day or loam. I hope the au­ 
thorities will be particular, and derms d 
good material for this purpose.” 
It is understood the stone now b eiD g 
prepared at the ja il will not be used be­ 
fore the spring season of road repairing 
opens, when some system will be adopt­ 
ed for repairing the roads with it. It is 
suggested that the material be placed on 
•lith e main 
streets leading into the 
country, thus giving the material a thor­ 
ough test.
